Get in step with the uni- 
verse and nothing will ever seem 
the same again. Get in step with 
the rose in your garden, and its 
loveliness will become a part of 
your life. Get in step with the 
bird that sings outside your win- 
down and your soul will have 
learned the secret of flight. Get 
in step with all life from the high- 
est to the lowest, and you will 
know eternal life. 

One of the greatest moments 
that can come to any man, is that 
moment ‘when he becomes con- 
scious that he is one with nature.

Golden Rule Lodge A. F. & A. M. 
are making repairs in the Univer- 
salist Church building which the 
Lodge recently acquired. Parti- 
tions have been built and stations 
erected for the officers, walls and 
ceilings have been redecorated and 
new plumbing is to be installed. 

The original edifice wae built in 
1840 and was used by the Univer- 
salists, Methodists and Baptists so- 
cieties. In 1842 the Methodists or- 
ganized a separate church of their 
own. In May of the following year 
the Baptists re-oragnized and built 
the bnck church on Main Street, 
recently sold to Wantastiquet 
Grange Association. 

About sixty years ago the orig- 
inal building was raised. The first 
floor was used for a Sunday 
School, vocial rooms, the second 
floor was used for the auditorium. 

The former Masonic hall was 
formerly The Hinsdale Center 
School, No. 8. The lower floor be- 
ing occupied by the primary and 
intermediate grades. Stairs to the 
upper floor where the higher 
grades were housed were provided 
on the outside of the building. 

The Depot Srteet school house 
was built in 1867. Soon after this 
the former buildin 
over and remodeled into a Mason- 
ic Hall by a group of Masonic 
members who had joined in Win- 
chester and withdrawn and pro- 
cured a charter for Golden Bale 
Lodge No. 77 A. F.& A.M. 

The Lodge was formed in July 
1866. For the first few months 
meetings were held in the Amer- 
ican Hall, which was on the third 
floor of what is known as the Hins- 
dale Inn. Among the original 
members of the Lodge were names 
of C. J. Amidon, Sylvestus A. Dav- 
enport, Charles S. Fay, Frederic 
Boyden, Tyrell Crowningshield 
and Thomas Sabin. This building 
was deeded to the Foresters’ As- 
sociation of the town Sept. 4, 
1934.

The 
murderer, who from all indications 
was acquainted with the layout of 
the campus, fired through the 
ground floor study window at the 
educator who was seated in his 
study reading. The time is placed 
at 8:30 P.M. and the night was 
particularly black with lowering 
skies which aided the murdere to 
escape. The gun uved has been 
established as a 12-guage shot gun 
firing nine pellets, aix of which en- 
tered the wall in the rear of the 
room. 

Investigators from the State Po- 
lice Department and the District 
Attorney's Office have questioned 
hundreds of people and students 
who were on the campus or near- 
by at the time.

ELECTION RETURNS 
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EDITORIAL 


The present Textile Strike is be- 
ing widely criticized by a great 
many people but the fact of the 
matter is that it may prove to be 
a blessing in disguise to New Eng- 
land and the Textile Mills here as 
well as the Textile Worker. 


Some years ago a smart man- 
ufacturer discovered the potential- 
ities of the South as a source of 
untapped cheap labor. The laws, 
if any, in the dark spot of America 
allowed little children to work as 
long hours as their 
Presto! Here is the place for a 
cotton mill of the old school. New 
England long ago placed decent 
restrictions on the hours for wo- 
men and children who make up a 
large percentage of the spinning 
and weave shop help in any cot- 
ton plant. 

The reasons advanced for the 
general exodus to the South was 
the fact that they would be near- 
er the raw product. Without go- 
ing into the many ramifications of 
that argument it is sufficient to say 
that the savings made by being 
nearer the raw product are nee- 
ligible. What the Textile Pirate 
wanted was 6 and 6 dollar a week 
labor. 

It is a known fact in the trade 
that Southern Labor and Sopthern 
weather conditions are far inferior 
to the same conditions in New 
England. 

The South never can make the 
very finest cotton cloth because of 
certain climatic conditions neces- 
sary for perfection which do not 
exist there. 

So Cheap Labor was the only 
thing that made the South attrac- 
tive to'the Mill Man. If the Tex- 
tile Workers win this strike and 
force the mills to pay a living 
wage in both sections of the coum 
try we may see many mills come 
back North where all conditions 
are favorable for manufacture, 
transportation and sale. The mills 
in the South without their child 
labor and starvation wages to all 
labor cannot stand the competi- 
tion that New England will give 
them. 

So the Textile Strike may not 
be a bad break for New England 
if the strikers win. The attitude of 
several mills here in the North 
who have already signed the new 
agreements is significant of the 
fact that they feel that New Eng- 
land can pay a living wage to her 
people and still compete against 
the world. 


People’s Forum 
Dear Mr. Editor: 
The terrible tragedy which 


dared to stalk into our quiet iso- 


lated community, has made 
us adults very thoughtful as to 
conditions in our present life, 
which we are allowing to exist and 


"come to fruition in just such a 


horrible crime. The biggest flaw 
in our modern life is the lack of 
moral training and_ character 
building in our children .

Preventive Dentistry 


Preventive dentistry is as im- 
portant as preventive medicine. It 
is much more economical to keep 
the teeth from decaying than to 


have them filled or extracted. 
Calcium and phosphorous sre 
two elements necessary for the 
growth and developement of 
strong, healthy teeth. Unless the 
body gets these elements in sufti- 
cient form _ food, strong, healthy 
teeth will not develop. Generous 
uantities of vitamins A, C, and 
are necessary in order that the 
calcium and phosphorous may be 
used to best adventage. Calcium 
is found in the leafy green vege- 
tables, but milk is the only food 
which contains a sufficient amount 
to supply the calcium needs of 
children. Phosvhorous is more 
widely distributed in such foods as 
whole cereals beans and peas, 
lean beef, egg yolk, nuts, and 
cheese. 
A wel Ibalanced diet tends to- 
ward strong healthy teeth. Good 
teeth are resistant to bacterial ac- 
tion, but poor teeth cannot long 
withstandt attacks of mouth bac- 
teria. The teeth should be brushed 
three times a day with some good 
cleansing agent. Regular visits to 
the dentist will save the painr 
caused by decaved teeth—and per- 
haps ill health or the inconven- 
ience of false teeth. .

Ans.—We are complying with 
your request for material on can- 
cer. You will note that there ia no 
authoritv for the belief that can- 
cer is ever contagious. You and 
your children run no risk, there- 
fore, of “catching’’ cancer from 
the patient living in your home. 
If there is an open discharging 
sore, it should be borne in mind 
that the discharge from it might 
cause an infection on the hands of 
the person dressing the wound. 
This would not be cancer but an 
ordinary infection such as might 
be caused by an- other unhealed 
sore. 

Mr. C. C. M.—Please give me 
some information on the cause and 
cure of ringworm. I have visited 
a doctor severa] times and he 
said to paint it with iodine. I have 
done so, but with no improvement 
as yet. 

Ans.—ningworm is a_ chronic 
disease of the skin caused by a 
vegetable parasite. The disease is 
contagious and the practice of 
good personal hygiene is import- 
ant—regarding clean towels and 
brushes, shoes or clothing which 
may come in contact with the in- 
fected area. Sometimes a remedy 
may prove inefficient or too stren- 
uous for a narticular case and an- 
other must be tried, but by strict 
attention to personal hygiene and 
persistent treatment the disease is 
curable.

THE BACK YARD GARDENER 


Wait just a minute till I put my 
jack-knife away and I'll be right 
with you. Y’see, I’ve been having 
a very intimate, raonal inter. 
view with an old friend, crab 

Yep, crab grass comes 
around every year, and no matter 
how unpleasant or how inhospit- 
able you may be, he seems to 
come tack the next season. I like 
to think I’m making some head- 
way in keeping him out of iny 
lawn; in fact; I know the pest i:- 
n’t nearly 90 bad as it was a few 
years ago. So I think it can be 
subdued. 

Along about the last week in 
August I started using s canvas 
basket on the lawnmower every | 
Ordinarily I like to 


good mulch for the grass routs. | 
But when crab grass gets to pro- 
ducing seeds, I don’t want them 
to fall on the ground. You see, 
it’s an annual plant, and has to 
re-seed itself every year. And if 
you can catch the seeds in a bas- 
ket, you’re helping some to keep 
down next year’s crop. 

I’m a firm believer in keeping 
the lawn well’ fertilized, so it’s 
growing vigorously; and I think 
that helps a ee crab grass un- 
der control. t is, if the reg- 
ular lawn grass is growing strong- 
ly enough, it wil'tend to crowd out 
the crab grass. That doesn’t work 
a hundred per cent, but I think it 
wil help keep the pest under con- 
trol. 

But once crab grass gets in, 
about the only way you can get 


it out is get down on your hands 


and knees, armed with a jack- |' 


knife, and dig the stuff up. It ir- 
n’t such tough digging, but it’s a 
tedious job, especially if you’ve 
got a lot of crab grass in the 
lawn. I like to start early in the 
season; and if you dig out the 
stuff as soon as you see it, then 
you don’t have so much to do at 
one time, and it keeps the lawn 
from having large bare spaces 
which you would have if the crab 
grass took control of large spots 
and then you dug it all out. 


You may need to sow a litile |f 


seed to fill in those larger bare 
spaces, but just a small spot, 
where the crab grass has been, 
will be filled in next year by the 
natural spreading of the regular 
lawn grass.
